DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

-Claim 12 is objected to because claim 12 is missing. Pursuant to Rule 126, the 
Examiner has renumbered the claims 13-20 as claims 12-19, respectively. All references to 
claims in this office action are directed to the renumbered claims. 

-Claims 6, 15 are objected to because claims 6, 15 are incomplete. 

-Claim 9 is objected to because the scope of claim 9 is a duplicate of claim 7. 
Corrections are required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 10, 11, 18 are rejected under 35 UiSC 102(b) as being anticipated by Sato 
et al (US Patent 4,535,588). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 10, 11, 18, Sato discloses a method for controlling regeneration in 
a particulate filter coupled to an internal combustion engine, comprising: 

controlling hydrocarbon injection into engine exhaust upstream of an oxidation catalyst 
(12A) disposed upstream of the particulate filter (8) in accordance with a difference between the 
engine exhaust temperature (20) upstream of the catalyst and a desired particulate filter 
regeneration temperature (600°C) (see Figure 3, col. 5, lines 1-17). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sato et al (US 
Patent 4,535,588). 

Sato discloses all the claimed limitations as discussed in claim 18 above; however, fails 
to specifically disclose that computer storage medium is a semiconductor chip. 

It is well known to those with ordinary skill in the art that a computer storage medium is 
a semiconductor chip. Therefore, such disclosure by Sato et al. is notoriously well known in the 
art so as to be proper for official notice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5, 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 7, 8, 16, 17 are allowed.
